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Anger at France Bastille Day 
parade 



PARIS, France — France has 
staged its traditional Bastille 
Day parade amid criticism 
from human rights groups at 
the invitation of some 
African leaders. 

Soldiers from 13 African 
nations marched through 
Paris yesterday to mark 50 
years of independence from 
French colonial rule. 

Protesters denounced 
France's ties to its former 
colonies in a demonstration on 
the eve of the parade, con¬ 
demning some of the African 
leaders invited to the cere¬ 
mony of committing atrocities. 

"We are scandalised by the 
presence on the official stand, 
among the heads of state in¬ 
vited by French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy, of dictators 
who fire on their own peo¬ 
ple," Odile Tobner of Survie, 
one of the groups leading the 
protest, said. 

Rights groups were an¬ 
gered by the presence of 
countries such as Niger, 
where a military government 
took power in a coup five 
months ago and where 
French nuclear firm Areva 
has lucrative uranium mining 


contracts. 

But Sarkozy insisted the 
parade was not about colonial 
"nostalgia” during an address 
to the African leaders on 
Tuesday. 

"I know very well the no¬ 
tion of privileged and special 
relations, this flood of suspi¬ 
cions and fantasies, but the 
time has come to face up to it 
together, without inhibitions 
and without looking back," 
he said. 

Herve Morin, the defence 
minister, also dismissed the 
criticism, saying there was 
"no indication" that there 
were war criminals among 
Sarkozy's guests. 

About 12 African heads of 
state attended the parade 
along with Sarkozy and his 
wife, Carla Bruni. 

The parade saw fighter jets 
fly over the city, followed by 
African troops marching 
down the Champs Elysees av¬ 
enue, headed by an all-female 
unit from Benin. They were 
followed by French troops, 
firemen, police, armoured ve¬ 
hicles and marching bands. 

The heads of state from 
Benin, Burkina Faso, Came¬ 


roon, Central African Repub¬ 
lic, Congo, Gabon, Mali, 
Mauritania, Niger, Senegal, 
Chad and Togo sat watching 
from the official stand. 

Ivory Coast was repre¬ 
sented by a government mi¬ 
nister but did not take part in 
the march. Forces from 
Madagascar also joined the 
parade. 

Benin President Boni Yayi 
welcomed France's decision 
Tuesday to award African 
veterans who fought for 
France the same pension as 
their French comrades. 

"It is fortunate that France 
has finally remembered our 
veterans, because at the time, 
during the wars, bullets did 
not distinguish between 
white skin and black skin," he 
said yesterday. 

Bastille day is an annual 
French holiday that marks the 
storming of the Bastille 
prison on July 14, 1789, sig¬ 
nalling the start of the French 
Revolution.

was operated on last week, he 
said in a statement yesterday. 

Doctors implanted a pump 
that improves heart function 
in the 69-year-old Cheney at 
a hospital in Fairfax, Virginia, 
in the Washington suburbs. 

The statement said the op¬ 
eration took place last week, 
without giving a date. Ch¬ 
eney was hospitalized in late 
June.

BP proceeds with crucial 
test on leaking Gulf oil well 


The federal government gave 
BP the green light yesterday 
to try choking off the Gulf of 
Mexico oil gusher with an 
untested metal cap after a 
daylong delay to satisfy wor¬ 
ries about whether the project 
might make the leak worse. 

Retired Admiral Thad 
Allen, who is overseeing the 
U.S. effort to deal with the 
disaster, said the decision was 
taken after a day of intense 
deliberation that reached the 
level of President Barack 
Obama and his cabinet. 

The British energy giant 


said earlier yesterday it was 
worried testing a new cap 
might further damage the 
deep-sea well and make con¬ 
taining the oil even more dif¬ 
ficult and had not yet decided 
whether to proceed. 

In Washington, the White 
House said that after discus¬ 
sions between BP and senior 
government officials it had 
been decided that "the test 
should now proceed with 
several modifications and 
safety requirements." 

The tests will take be¬ 
tween six and 48 hours.

UN appeals for $9.5 billion 
in relief aid 


Libya ship takes Gaza aid to 
Egypt after Israel warning 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Outgoing UN humanitarian 
chief John Holmes said yes¬ 
terday a total of 9.5 billion 
dollars in aid was needed for 
this year to assist 53 million 
needy people in 34 countries. 

Last November, UN offi¬ 
cials initially appealed for 7.1 
billion dollars for 2010, but 
that figure has now ballooned 
to 9.5 billion due to new 
crises, including Haiti's dev¬ 
astating earthquake in Janu¬ 
ary and worsening food 
emergencies in Africa's Sahel 
region and in the Central 
African Republic. 

Holmes' UN office for the 
Coordination of Humanitar¬ 
ian Affairs (OCHA) said 
roughly 48 percent of the ap¬ 
peals were now funded, leav¬ 
ing a shortfall of 4.9 billion 
dollars. 

"Maintaining humanitar¬ 
ian aid budgets this year in 
the face of recession and 
pressure on budgets has been 
a real achievement by many 
donors," Holmes said. 

"I urge them to keep up 
this effort to ensure that peo¬ 
ple struck by disaster or con¬ 
flict receive the help they 
desperately need for the rest 
of the year," he added. 


Holmes, a Briton, is to 
step down as OCHA head at 
the end of August and will be 
replaced by Valerie Amos, 
currently the British High 
Commissioner to Australia. 

In Haiti, some 250,000 
people were killed and 1.5 
million left homeless in the 
January 12 earthquake, which 
ravaged much of the capital 
Port-au-Prince. 

An international confer¬ 
ence in New York in March 
pledged more than 10 billion 
dollars over five years for 
Haiti's reconstruction, but 
only a fraction of the prom¬ 
ised aid has materialized. 

The UN appeal for Haiti 
remains at around 1.5 billion 
dollars for the year, with 64 
percent of the amount met so 
far, according to OCHA. 

In the Sahel, UN officials 
point out that food insecurity 
and malnutrition are increas¬ 
ing because of drought and 
crop failure, particularly in 
Niger and western Chad. 

In Niger, acute malnutri¬ 
tion among children is now 
well above emergency levels, 
with the number of people in 
severe need of food almost 
doubled compared to the 
number originally planned. 


In Chad, the number of 
people in urgent need of help 
has more than doubled. 

In the Central African Re¬ 
public, also, where the appeal 
has received only 35 percent 
of requirements so far, the 
amount of funding needed 
has increased by 28 percent 
due to the worsening human¬ 
itarian situation. 

"Halfway through 2010, it 
is clear that global humanitar¬ 
ian needs are increasing," said 
Samuel Worthington, head of 
InterAction, a coalition of 
more than 160 US-based in¬ 
ternational humani¬ 

tarian groups working on 
disaster relief, refugee-assis¬ 
tance, and sustainable deve¬ 
lopment programs worldwide. 

"We must maintain our 
focus on adequate funding 
support, particularly for the 
most underfunded crises, for 
those common services 
which support the entire hu¬ 
manitarian community in¬ 
cluding safety, security and 
coordination and for efforts 
such as monitoring and eval¬ 
uation," he added. 

EU tells Iran 
ready to resume 
nuclear talks 

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) 
- Stalled nuclear talks on Iran 
could resume this autumn 
after both the European 
Union and Iran said they 
were ready to go back to the 
negotiation table, officials 
said Wednesday. 

The EU’s chief diplomat 
Catherine Ashton said yester¬ 
day she was ready to pick a 
time and place to revive ne¬ 
gotiations, her office said. 
Iran's Foreign Minister 
Manouchehr Mottaki said 
yesterday that talks could 
begin in September. 

The breakthrough came 
after Ashton wrote to Iran's 
chief nuclear negotiator, 
Saeed Jalili. 


EL-ARISH, Egypt (AFP) - A 
Libyan ship, initially bent on 
breaking Israel’s Gaza block¬ 
ade, docked in Egypt yester¬ 
day after agreeing to deliver 
its cargo of aid through 
Egyptian territory, an AFP 
correspondent reported. 

The news ended fears of a 
new confrontation between 
activists and the Israeli navy, 
which had threatened to use 
force if the ship did not either 
turn back or head for Egypt. 

The Libyan charity which 
chartered the vessel, the Kad- 
hafi Foundation, said it had 
obtained guarantees from 
Cairo and from a "European 
mediator" that Israel would 
allow the ship's cargo of 
2,000 tons of food and medi¬ 
cine into Gaza. 

Libya has also received the 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
majority of members of a key 
advisory committee recom¬ 
mended yesterday that the 
US government allow the di¬ 
abetes drug Avandia to stay 
on the market with greater re¬ 
strictions on its sale. 

After deciding it increases 
the risk of heart problems, 12 
members of the 3 3-member 
expert panel voted to remove 
the blockbuster drug from the 
market. 

However, 20 members 
voted that it should stay on 
the market, with 17 urging

Pesticide threat looms over the 
French Antilles

France is once again em¬ 
broiled in a health and safety 
scandal. For 20 years, from 
1973 to 1993, the insecticide 
chlordecone (Kepone) was 
used in Martinique and 
Guadeloupe to combat banana 
weevil, exposing a significant 
proportion of the population 
and polluting the soil. 

A study confirms that 
chlordecone, which disrupts 
the endocrine system, is re¬ 
sponsible for a significant in¬ 
crease in the risk of prostate 


cancer, the cause of half the 
cancers detected on the two 
islands. 

The product was banned 
in mainland France in 1990 
but special provision was 
made for its use to continue 
in the Antilles until 1993. It 
had been banned in the US 
since 1976. 

Martinique and Guade¬ 
loupe must now cope with 
massive contamination of 
soil, river water and sedi¬ 
ments by a substance that re¬ 


mains toxic for centuries. 
’’About 80,000 people live in 
areas were the soil is contam¬ 
inated and 13,000 absorb 
more chlordecone than the 
reference dose per day, sim¬ 
ply by eating their own veg¬ 
etables. We must help local 
people learn how to live with 
a problem which is here to 
stay: the half-life of chlorde¬ 
cone in the ground - the time 
it takes half the quantity pres¬ 
ent to disappear - is 600 
years,” Dab says.

CDC: Waterborne infections 
cost US over 500 million 
a year 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Three waterborne diseases 
account for hospitalizations 
that cost the US health care 
system around 539 million 
dollars a year, the Centers for 
Disease Control said yester¬ 
day. 

The CDC said relatively 
small expenditures to im¬ 
prove water systems and 
keep swimming pools clean 
could dramatically reduce the 
incidence of the three dis¬ 
eases: Legionnaire's disease, 
cryptosporidiosis and giar¬ 
diasis. 

The average cost of treat¬ 
ing one patient hospitalized 
with Legionnaire's disease 
was more than 34,000 dol¬ 
lars, the CDC said. 

Hospitalization for an in¬ 
dividual with cryptosporidio¬ 
sis costs more than 21,000 
dollars per case, while a case 
of giardiasis cost around 
9,000 dollars. 

The costs associated with 
treating each illness were 
gleaned from a database of 
health care claims submitted 
between 2004 and 2007. 

"When people think about 
these diseases, they usually 
think of a simple case of di¬ 
arrhea, which is a nuisance, 
but quickly goes away," said 
Michael Beach of the CDC, 


an author of the study. 

"However, these infec¬ 
tions can cause severe illness 
that often results in hospital 
stays of more than a week, 
which can quickly drive up 
health care costs." 

The illnesses produce 
symptoms ranging from 
rashes and eye and ear infec¬ 
tions to serious respiratory 
and neurological problems 
that can prove fatal. 

"Modest investments in 
preventing the diseases could 
lead to reduced disease and 
significant health care cost 
savings," the study said. 

Beach recommended 
"public education campaigns, 
appropriate maintenance of 
building water systems, and 
regular inspection of pools 
and other recreational water 
facilities." 

In a May news release, the 
CDC warned that a 2008 
study conducted in 13 US 
states forced the closure of 
one in eight public pools for 
public health and safety code 
violations. 

Of the 112,000 pools in¬ 
spected, some 12.1 percent, 
or 13,500 facilities, were 
found to be in serious viola¬ 
tion of health and safety 
codes and were immediately 
closed down.

Twenty-eight of the last 38 
world record holders in the 
men's 100-meter dash have 
been black athletes, and re¬ 
searchers at two universities 
think they know why. 

A new study by re¬ 
searchers at Howard Univer¬ 
sity, a historically black 
school in Washington D.C., 
and Duke University in North 
Carolina suggests why black 
athletes may outperform ath¬ 
letes of other races in running 
events. Physical differences 
in the length of the limbs and 
the structure of the body 
mean the center of gravity 
tends to be higher in the bod¬ 
ies of black people, the re¬ 
searchers say. 

Since 1968, the world 
record holders in the men's 
100-meter dash have been 
black athletes. And since 
1912, when the International 
Association of Athletics Fed¬ 
erations started keeping track 
of the record holders in that 
event, only 10 non-black ath¬ 
letes out of 38 individuals 
have held the title. 

"There is a whole body of 
evidence showing that there 
are distinct differences in 
body types among blacks and 
whites," said researcher Ed¬ 
ward Jones, who researches 
adolescent obesity, nutrition 
and body composition at 
Howard University. "These 
are real patterns being de¬ 
scribed here. Whether the 
fastest sprinters are Jamaican, 
African or Canadian, most of 
them can be traced back gen¬ 
erally to Western Africa." 

Why center of gravity 
matters 

Although there are also 
cultural factors at work, it all 
comes down to body 
makeup, Jones said. 

"Blacks tend to have 
longer limbs with smaller cir¬ 
cumferences, meaning that 


their centers of gravity are 
higher compared to whites of 
the same height," said Adrian 
Bejan, Jones' co-author, an 
engineering professor at 
Duke University. "Asians and 
whites tend to have longer 
torsos, so their centers of 
gravity are lower." 

"These differences are 
small, and we don't really see 
them when we look at some¬ 
one," Bejan told Life's Little 
Mysteries. "We are only 
rarely struck by how long 
someone's legs are." 

But these small differ¬ 
ences certainly matter in 
races lasting less than 10 sec¬ 
onds, Bejan said. 

The height of a person's 
center of gravity affects how 
fast his feet are moving when 
they hit the ground, Bejan 
said. Each step a runner takes 
is like falling except the ath¬ 
lete breaks the fall with his 
foot. So the feet of a person 
with a higher center of grav¬ 
ity will hit the ground faster 


than someone with a lower 
center of gravity. 

Torsos and legs 

In the study, the scientists 
gathered data available from 
the militaries of 17 nations. 
Militaries measure their re¬ 
cruits for uniform fittings and 
are a reliable source of data, 
Bejan said. To approximate 
torso length, the scientists 
compared the average height 
of the military men with their 
sitting height - the distance 
from a chair to the top of the 
head. 

Results showed the aver¬ 
age sitting height of blacks 
was about 1.5 inches (3 cm) 
shorter than that of whites 
who were the same height. 
This means that, among 
blacks and whites of the same 
height, the legs of blacks 
were longer (think of a high- 
waisted person), while the 
torsos of whites were longer. 

This physical difference 
gives a black athlete an ad¬ 
vantage, even against an ath¬ 
lete of another race is who is 
taller and has a higher center 
of gravity, said Bejan. From a 
physics perspective, Bejan 
said, the legs do the work of 
running and the torso of the 
body is just extra weight that 
the legs must carry, so the 
race goes to the runners with 
longer legs and shorter tor¬ 
sos. 

By contrast, whites tend to 
have the advantage in swim¬ 
ming, where a longer torso 
allows for faster speeds. 

"Swimming actually gen¬ 
erates a wave. The sport is 
the art of surfacing on that 
wave. When the wave is big¬ 
ger - because the torso is 
longer - they go faster," 
Bejan said.

Drinking water may help you 
lose weight 



Study shows water acceler¬ 
ates the metabolism and en¬ 
courages weight loss. 

Losing a few pounds or 
simply keeping in shape is 
often not only a question of 
strict dieting and working out 
as often as we can find the 
time for it. A healthy attitude 
towards food, moderation 
and a few easy tricks that all 
of us can do also come ex¬ 
tremely in handy in our 
never-ending struggle against 
the extra pounds. Drinking a 
glass of water before break¬ 
fast is one of those tricks, ex¬ 
perts tell us. 

The importance and many 
benefits water has on our 
body can truly never be 


stressed enough. 

Hydration is key both in 
terms of our health and the 
appearance of our skin, so we 
should all start drinking more 
water throughout the day. Yet 
it can also help us lose 
weight, a new study comes to 
show, by accelerating the me¬ 
tabolism and helping our 
body “wash” the fat away 
more easily. 

The study included pre¬ 
menopausal overweight 
women who started drinking 
water before breakfast in in¬ 
creasing quantities. The more 
water they drank, the more 
their weight loss efforts were 
sustained, results have shown. 

The conclusion can only 


be one: a glass of water (ap¬ 
proximately eight ounces) in 
the morning before breakfast, 
coffee or tea is just what the 
doctor recommends for ex¬ 
cellent health and a slim fig¬ 
ure. 

“After sleeping for seven 
to eight hours your body 
needs water as well as food - 
being slightly dehydrated can 
actually slow down your me¬ 
tabolism. Before downing 
your latte, green tea, or juice, 
have a glass of water because 
[...] well-hydrated cells not 
only work better, but they 
help you flush out fat.” 

Nevertheless, if losing 
weight is not on our radar 
right now, water also has 
countless other benefits. For 
starters, it keeps the skin on 
the face well hydrated, thus 
protecting it from the winter 
cold and the harsh spring 
winds. Since the skin is made 
of 70% water, beauticians 
recommend about 8 glasses a 
day for a glowing, healthy 
and irresistible countenance, 
the kind no cream - no matter 
how expensive - can get. 


Health Tip: Help Prevent Burnout 


Managing all of your 
responsibilities at 
home and work can 
make it difficult to find 
some personal time. 

The American Aca¬ 
demy of Pediatrics 
suggests how busy 
parents can help pre¬ 
vent burnout:

PARIS, France (AFP) - Using 
powerful telescopes peering 
into deep space, astronomers 
have confirmed a key theory 
about the formative of massive 
stars, the journal Nature re¬ 
ported yesterday. 

Images obtained by 
NASA's orbital Spitzer Space 
Telescope and from a ground- 
based European telescope 
showed a dusty disc closely 
encircling a newly-born but 
huge star. 

It is the first direct evidence 
that very large stars — those 
with masses at least 10 times 
that of the Sun — are born in 
the same way as smaller 
brethren, from a disk-shaped 


cloud of dust and gas. 

A competing theory was 
that massive stars were formed 
from smaller stars that merged. 

"This is the first time we 
could image the inner regions 
of the disc around a massive 
young star," said Stefan Kraus 
of the European Southern Ob¬ 
servatory. 

"Our observations show 
that formation works the same 
for all stars, regardless of 
mass." 

The astronomers looked at 
a large star known as IRAS 
13481-6124, about 20 times 
the mass of the Sun, located 
about 10,000 light years in the 
constellation of Centaurus.

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The euro bounced back yester¬ 
day as the dollar was hit by 
weaker-than-expected US re¬ 
tail sales figures which sparked 
fresh concerns about the 
strength of the US and global 
recovery, dealers said. 

In late London trade, the 
euro was at 1.2763 dollars, off 
early lows around 1.27 and up 
from 1.2729 dollars in New 
York late Tuesday. 

Against the Japanese cur¬ 
rency, the dollar slipped to 
88.55 yen from 88.63 yen on 
Tuesday. 

US June retail sales fell 0.5 
percent from May, much worse 
than analyst forecasts for a 
drop of 0.2 percent and dealers 
said the figures stoked fears 
that the economy could be 
slowing, undercutting the dol¬ 


lar. 

"June's retail sales data add 
to other evidence suggesting 
that the economy shifted into a 
lower gear at the end of the 
second quarter," said Paul 
Dales at Capital Economics. 

"While another recession 
still seems unlikely, it is clear 
that only a year after it began, 
the economic recovery is fa¬ 
ding," Dales added. 

Todd Elmer at Citibank said 
the market will be looking at 
the Fed minutes release very 
closely for any "indication that 
US policymakers are conside¬ 
ring the possibility of renewed 
easing of monetary policy." 

Dealers said corporate re¬ 
sults will also be examined 
carefully for what they might 
say about the outlook, with 
comments on future business 


crucial. 

US chip giant Intel gave in¬ 
vestors a boost by reporting its 
best ever second quarter results 
on Tuesday and providing 
strong guidance, they noted. 

In late trade in London 
yeysterday, the euro was at 
1.2763 dollars against 1.2729 
dollars on Monday, at 113.02 
yen (112.82), 0.8350 pounds 
(0.8383) and 1.3460 Swiss 
francs (1.3412). 

The dollar stood at 88.55 
yen (88.63) and 1.0547 Swiss 
francs (1.0536). 

The pound was at 1.5284 
dollars (1.5183). 

On the London Bullion 
Market, the price of gold fell to 
1,207 dollars an ounce from 
1,216 dollars an ounce on 
Tuesday. 


ECB: Euro emerged from 2009 crisis 
in good shape 


FRANKFURT, Germany 
(AFP) - Europe's single cur¬ 
rency made it through a year of 
financial turmoil in 2009 in 
good shape and is still the 
world's second biggest reserve 
currency, the European Central 
Bank said yesterday. 

An annual ECB review of 
the currency's international 
role found "the euro remained 
firmly anchored in 2009 as the 
second most important interna¬ 
tional currency globally, after 
the US dollar" and ahead of the 
Japanese yen. 

Although 2009 witnessed a 
major economic crisis and dis¬ 
ruptions to financial markets, 
the study suggests "that any 
shifts in the international or 
global role of the euro as a di¬ 
rect consequence of the crisis 
cannot be detected." 

The ECB estimated that 
around 20-25 percent of the 


single currency circulated out¬ 
side the 16-nation eurozone, 
primarily in neighbouring 
countries. 

When measured at constant 
exchange rates, the amount of 
euros held in international 
bonds declined by 1.3 percen¬ 
tage points, however, and the 
volume of cross-border loans 
in euros was 1.6 percentage 
points lower, the data showed. 

Meanwhile, the euro's share 
of cross border deposits and 
foreign exchange transactions 
"remained virtually un¬ 
changed," the ECB said. 

The changes were "fully in 
line" with variations seen in 
the years prior to the global 
economic and financial crisis, 
it added. 

Data compiled since 1999 
suggest that the euro's interna¬ 
tional role grew during its first 
years of existence but has since 


"remained relatively stable re¬ 
lative to that of other interna¬ 
tional currencies." 

In 2009, the euro accounted 
for 27.3 percent of global fo¬ 
reign exchange reserves, the 
ECB said, up from 27 percent 
the previous year. 

Citing its own data as well 
as that provided by the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund, the 
ECB said the dollar accounted 
for 62.2 percent of foreign ex¬ 
change reserves, while the Ja¬ 
panese yen represented 3.0 
percent. 

This year, the single cur¬ 
rency has fallen sharply in 
value against the dollar owing 
to concern sparked by exces¬ 
sive deficits and debt in many 
eurozone countries. 

The euro traded yesterday 
at around 1.27 dollars, down 
from 1.43 dollars at the end of 
2009. 


US retail sales fall for second month 


US Fed says economic outlook 
worse than expected 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Facing a worse-than-ex- 
pected outlook for US growth 
and unemployment, the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve has floated the 
idea of new measures to spur 
economic recovery, accor¬ 
ding to minutes published 
yesterday. 

Details from the Fed's la¬ 
test rate-setting meeting, held 
in June, showed the central 
bank expected US growth to 
slow to 3.0-3.5 percent this 
year, well down from previ¬ 
ous estimates. 

Noting that the recovery 
continued at a "moderate 


pace," members of the Fe¬ 
deral Open Market Commit¬ 
tee — which sets interest rates 
— said that a worsening out¬ 
look could prompt debate 
over further stimulus. 

"The committee would 
need to consider whether fur¬ 
ther policy stimulus might 
become appropriate if the 
outlook were to worsen ap¬ 
preciably," the minutes said. 

The Fed also raised its 
end-of-year unemployment 
forecast to 9.2-9.5 percent, 
predicting the troubled labor 
market would recover more 
slowly than expected. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
retail sales fell more than ex¬ 
pected in June for a second 
straight month, the govern¬ 
ment said yesterday, under¬ 
scoring concerns about slower 
growth in the world's largest 
economy. 

Sales declined 0.5 percent 
from May to 360.2 billion dol¬ 
lars, pulled down by sharp de¬ 
clines in autos, gasoline and 
building materials, according 
to the Commerce Department. 

Most economists had ex¬ 
pected June sales to decline by 
0.2 percent from a larger 1.1 
percent fall the previous 
month. 


Consumer spending is a key 
engine of growth for the 
world's largest economy reco¬ 
vering from a brutal recession 
that struck in December 2007. 

Sales tumbled at vehicle 
dealerships and gasoline sta¬ 
tions as well as stores selling 
sporting goods, furniture and 
building supplies, data showed. 

In contrast, electronics and 
appliance and department stores 
reported strong sales growth. 

A series of recent govern¬ 
ment and private data signaled 
that US economic recovery 
since the middle of last year is 
slowing down amid high un¬ 
employment and the end of 


various stimulus programs. 

With the jobless rate at 9.5 
percent and employment op¬ 
portunities lackluster, analysts 
do not believe consumer 
spending will continue to be a 
key catalyst for growth after 
driving economic expansion in 
the first quarter of the year. 

Consumers remain finan¬ 
cially constrained. Unemploy¬ 
ment is high and wage gains 
are small," said Scott Hoyt, 
senior director of consumer 
economics for Moody's Econ¬ 
omy, com. 

With confidence impacted, 
"consumers will not lead the 
recovery," he said. 
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Sanyo launches first rice 
bread cooker

TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - 
Japan’s consumer electronics 
maker Sanyo has launched the 
world's first cooker that can 
turn rice grains into bread — an 
innovation that it hopes will be 
a hit across Asia. 

The machine can mill a cup 
of rice grains into rice flour, 
then mixes it with water, 
gluten, yeast and other ingredi¬ 
ents to bake a loaf of bread in 
four hours, Sanyo Electric said. 

The machine is named 
"GOPAN" in Japan — coined 
from "gohan," meaning 
cooked rice, and "pan," Spa¬ 
nish for bread. Sanyo will start 
exporting it to other Asian 
countries next year after its 
Japanese launch in October. 

"We are eagerly working to 


export this to other 
Asian countries, 
mainly China and 
Southeast Asia, 
which share the 
culture of growing 
rice," said com¬ 
pany spokeswo¬ 
man Liu Yingying. 

The machine 
would retail be¬ 
tween 50,000 and 
60,000 yen (560- 
670 dollars). 

Wheat-free 
bread is good for 
people allergic to 
the grain, Sanyo 
said, noting that the 
machine can also 
operate without 
using gluten, 
which is taken 
from wheat and 
helps dough to rise. 

Sanyo argued that another 
benefit would be that in Japan 
the cooker would increase rice 
consumption and change peo¬ 
ple's eating habits, helping in¬ 
crease the country's low food 
self-sufficiency ratio. 

Japan, the world's second- 
largest economy, now pro¬ 
duces only 40 percent of its 
food and buys almost all its 
wheat, corn and soy beans 
from overseas. 

The country grows enough 
rice for domestic consumption, 
thanks to heavy trade protec¬ 
tion, but annual consumption 
of the staple per person has 
halved since the 1960s as peo¬ 
ple's diets have diversified.

Swiss adopt cows for the 
summer 



LA LECHERETTE, Switzer¬ 
land (AFP) - Most Swiss head 
to the beaches for their vaca¬ 
tions, but others are opting for 
a rustic holiday in the moun¬ 
tains where they are spending 
time with their adopted cows 
over the summer. 

Launched five years ago by 
herder Michel Izoz, a cow 
adoption project called 
Mavachamoi — word play in 
French for ”my cow” — is 
proving popular among urban 
dwellers in Switzerland. 

Among the 20 cows avai¬ 
lable for rent at his farm in La 
Lecherette in the canton Vaud, 
only Ilda, Rosette, Tola, Ur¬ 
sula, Usine and Quenele are 
still available. All the others 
have been booked for the sum¬ 
mer. 

Izoz noted that some cows 
are more popular than others, 
especially those with horns as 
they "appear more authentic.” 

Clients go online to the 
website www.mavachamoi.ch 
for a catalogue showcasing the 
cows on post-card perfect 
meadows. For 280 euros (350 
dollars), they can reserve a 
cow for a season, during which 
they can visit the animal as 
often as they wish. 

Most reservations are made 
as gifts, Izoz said, pointing out 
that the project offers a chance 
for city dwellers to compare 
"the stressed out world of the 
cities and the hard lives in the 
mountains.” 

Izoz told AFP that he had 
started the project mainly to 
"show people that farming life 
is really different from what 
we imagine.” 

To put forward his point, 
Izoz requires clients to spend 
at least four hours working at 


the farm, during 
which they are to 
round up the herd, 
cut wood, partici¬ 
pate in the treat¬ 
ment or making of 
cheese prepared in 
wood fire in the 
large copper vats. 

"Often, it makes 
my son laugh” to 
see the city people 
doing the farm- 
work that requires 
some dexterity, 
said Esther Ginier, 
another farmer 
who offers 16 cows 
for rent at her farm 
in La Comballaz. 

Most end up 
being surprised by 
how hard life can 
be in the idyllic 
mountain pastures 
through which they 
hike during the weekends, said 
Katherine Bolay, a retiree par¬ 
ticipating in the project with 
her husband. 

"They discover that the 
mountain pastures is seven 
days a week, we do not get 
Sundays off and we have little 
vacation,” Ginier pointed out. 

”We are most stressed by 
the weather, we live with na¬ 
ture, and its rules,” said the 
Vaudoise farmer at her 17th- 
century farmhouse, decorated 
with flowers and antique bells. 

The adoption also offers 
other surprises. 

"The children discover in 
Switzerland, the country of 
cows, that milk does not come 
from packets. Straight from the 
udder, it’s smooth, it’s warm, 
it’s sweet,” said Bolay. 

Parents meanwhile also 
manage to revisit their child¬ 


hood memories. They also 
often leave with farm products, 
said her husband Jacques 
Bolay. 

They realise that "the cows 
are not that dumb and that like 
people, they have their own 
character, with a dominant 
one, a curious one, a greedy 
one... and even nasty ones 
which charge at us,” he said. 

Claude Kobler has adopted 
Sirene since 2007. 

For him, it is about making 
a contribution to the alpine 
herders. 

But what makes the IT con¬ 
sultant of a Geneva bank 
happy is the contact with the 
different world. 

His Fribourgeouis speckled 
cow appears, too, to enjoy the 
patronage, ”as it produces 
more and more milk.” 


Anne Frank's biography published 
as graphic novel 


A graphic novel version of 
Anne Frank’s biography was 
released in the Netherlands. 

The 160-page book, 
launched last Friday, uses text 
and illustrations to tell Anne’s 
story and make connections 
between her life and historical 
events during the period. 

According to Anne Frank 
House Museum spokeswoman 
Annemarie Bekker, the Ams¬ 
terdam museum wants to use 
the book to make Anne’s story 
more available to teenagers 
from age 14. 

“Not everyone has read 
Anne Frank’s diary,” she said. 
“The mission of the museum is 
to make the life story of Anne 
Frank accessible to as large an 
audience as possible, especially 


the younger generations.” 

Bekker said the mu¬ 
seum plans to include the 
book in classroom teach¬ 
ing materials. Two previ¬ 
ously published fictional 
comic books were suc¬ 
cessful in schools in the 
Netherlands. 

Anne Frank’s family 
was forced into hiding by 
the Nazis when she was 
13. She wrote her diary 
during the two years they 
spent in a concealed 
apartment, until they were 
arrested. She and her sis¬ 
ter eventually were sent to 
Bergen- Belsen in Ger¬ 
many, where they both 
died. A trusted friend salvaged 
the diary and gave it to Anne’s

Paulinho pips Kiryienka for 
RadioShack’s first Tour win 



GAP (AFP) - Portugal's Ser¬ 
gio Paulinho offered the ail¬ 
ing Radio Shack team their 
first ever Tour de France suc¬ 
cess when he pipped Belaru¬ 
sian Vasil Kiryienka to 
victory on the 10th stage 
Wednesday. 

Paulinho was one of sev¬ 
eral riders who got into an 
early breakaway and which 
built a maximum lead of 12 
minutes on the peloton as 
they finally raced out of the 
high Alps. 

The group was reduced 
after Belgian Mario Aerts 
raced away as the road rose 
briefly with around 25km to 
go, although the Omega 
Pharma rider's move ulti¬ 
mately left Paulinho and 
Kiryienka in front on their 
own. 

Despite struggling to 
shake Kiryienka on the final 


descent towards the finish, 
the Portuguese timed his 
sprint to perfection inside the 
final 300 metres to beat the 
Caisse d'Epargne rider by 
only centimetres. 

"I've been dreaming of 
this since I was a little child," 
said Paulinho, who despite 
having only six career wins 
finished a remarkable second 
place behind Italian Paolo 
Bettini at the Athens Olympic 
road race in 2004. 

"I haven't seen my team¬ 
mates yet but I'm sure we're 
going to celebrate this win 
because it's the first for us on 
the race." 

The remnants of the ear¬ 
lier breakaway finished lmin 
29sec later, with the main 
peloton, including all the race 
favourites and Luxembourg's 
race leader Andy Schleck, 
coming over the finish line 


over 14 minutes later. 

Saxo Bank leader Schleck, 
the runner-up in 2009, re¬ 
tained his 41 sec lead on As¬ 
tana's reigning champion 
Alberto Contador with his 
fellow Spaniard, Samuel 
Sanchez, in third at 2:45. 

Schleck said he’d expected 
French riders to join the 
breakaway in the hope of cel¬ 
ebrating the stage win on the 
national holiday of Bastille 
Day. 

Although that did not hap¬ 
pen, the 24-year-old was 
happy to spend the day riding 
with relative ease among his 
team behind a breakaway 
which contained no potential 
threats to his yellow jersey. 

"It was very, very hot and 
I think most of the guys are 
still feeling the effects of yes¬ 
terday's stage," said Schleck, 
who took the race lead from 
Cadel Evans on Wednesday 
when the Australian strug¬ 
gled on the Madeleine climb. 

RadioShack suffered sev¬ 
eral setbacks in the first week 
when Armstrong crashed sev¬ 
eral times and lost precious 
time to rivals due to a punc¬ 
ture on stage three. 

Prior to this stage 
Paulinho's biggest victory 
was the 10th stage he won at 
the Tour of Spain in 2006. 

And he said it pipped his 
Olympic silver medal in the 
value stakes. 

"It's more important to 
win a stage in the Tour de 
France than a silver medal at 
the Olympics — it's the 
biggest race in the world and 
I think any rider would 
agree," he added. 

Thursday's 11th stage is a 
184.5km ride from Sisteron 
to Bourg-les-Valence which 
should see the return of a 
bunch sprint. 


Dallas acquire Chandler in five-player swap 


CHARLOTTE (AFP) - The 
Charlotte Bobcats completed 
24 hours of trade talks with a 
deal on Tuesday that sends 
Tyson Chandler to the Dallas 
Mavericks as part of a five- 
player swap. 

After a potential trade 
with Toronto fell apart, Char¬ 
lotte is shipping Chandler 


and fellow center Alexis 
Ajinca to Dallas for center 
Erick Dampier, forward Ed¬ 
uardo Najera, shooting guard 
Matt Carroll and cash consid¬ 
erations. 

While the Bobcats get fi¬ 
nancial flexibility with 
Dampier's non-guaranteed 13 
million-dollar contract, the 


injury-plagued Chandler is 
off to this third NBA team in 
a year. 

He was acquired from 
New Orleans last summer. 

"We could not be more ex¬ 
cited to add Tyson Chandler," 
said Mavericks general man¬ 
ager Donnie Nelson. "He is 
one of the most versatile big 
men in the league today. 

"He gives our front line a 
defensive, shot-blocking, ath¬ 
letic punch we haven't had 
here in awhile." 

Bobcats general manager 
Rod Higgins said the Bobcats 
will either waive Dampier or 
make another trade with him. 

Carroll is a jump-shooter 
Charlotte traded to Dallas just 
19 months ago.

Henry signs for New 
York Red Bulls

NEW YORK (AFP) - French 
football star Thierry Henry 
has signed for New York Red 
Bulls on a long-term deal, the 
US club announced on 
Wednesday. 

The 32-year-old striker is 
expected to make his debut 
for the Red Bulls in a home 
friendly on July 22 against 
English Premier League club 
Tottenham Hotspur. 

"It is without question that 
Thierry Henry is one of the 
most successful and recog¬ 
nisable soccer players over 
the past 15 years," said Diet- 
mar Beiersdorfer, head of 
Red Bull global soccer. 

"We are thrilled that 
Thierry has decided to come 
to New York to help the Red 
Bulls compete for champi¬ 
onships this year and for years 
to come. His international 
pedigree is second to none and 
he is a proven winner.” 

Henry, who signed the 
"multi-year” contract after 
leaving Spanish champions 
Barcelona, added: "This 
marks an exciting new chap¬ 
ter in my career and life. It is 
an honour to play for the 
New York Red Bulls. 

"I am fully aware of the 
team’s history and my sole 
goal during my time here is 
to help win the club its first 
championship. 

"Knowing Red Bull’s sig¬ 
nificant commitment to soccer 
locally and internationally, I 
am confident that my team¬ 


mates and I will succeed.” 

Henry, a World Cup win¬ 
ner with France in 1998 and 
European champion in 2000, 
joined Barcelona in 2007 
from Premier League club 
Arsenal, where he had estab¬ 
lished himself as one of the 
top strikers in the world. 

But he lost his first-team 
place with Barca last season, 
scoring just three goals in 20 
matches. 

He also played only a 
cameo role in his country's 
disastrous World Cup cam¬ 
paign in South Africa, where 
they failed to get past the 
group stages amid bitter in¬ 
fighting. 

Henry, who previously 
also played club football for 
Juventus and Monaco, has 
scored a national-record 51 
goals and earned 123 caps for 
his country. 

"Thierry is not only a 
world class player who will 
undoubtedly improve our 
squad, but he has shown most 
importantly throughout his 
career that he is a winner,” 
said Red Bulls sporting direc¬ 
tor Erik Soler. 

"He has made it clear to us 
that he is committed in the 
short and long term to help in 
our vision of making our or¬ 
ganisation the premium fran¬ 
chise in Major League Soccer.” 

Henry's trophy cabinet 
boasts medals from six com¬ 
petitions won with Barca - the 
Champions League, La Liga 
(twice), the King's Cup, Span¬ 
ish Supercup, UEFA Supercup 
and the FIFA Club World Cup. 

The French marksman 
was the top scorer in the Eng¬ 
lish top flight a record four 
times (2002, 2004-06) and 
helped his club win the Pre¬ 
mier League in 2002 and 
2004. 

He also helped lead his 
team to three English FA 
Cups and he won the Euro¬ 
pean Golden Boot in 2004 
and 2005.

National League celebrates after their win 
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Armstrong won’t cooperate 
in ’witch hunt’ 


ANAHEIM (AFP) - The Na¬ 
tional League won Major 
League Baseball's All-Star 
game on Tuesday, beating the 
American League 3-1 for 
their first win in the Midsum¬ 
mer Classic since 1996. 

Brian McCann's double in 
the seventh inning scored 
three runs that accounted for 
all of the NL scoring, and all 
they needed for the victory. 

"You dream of moments 
like this as a kid. It was amaz¬ 
ing," said Atlanta catcher Mc¬ 


Cann, a five-time All-Star. 

He hadn't made much of a 
splash in his previous appear¬ 
ances, in which he was 0-for- 
3 at the plate. 

"You're facing quality 
guys," he said. "I wasn't even 
thinking about that at all." 

The victory gives the Na¬ 
tional League champions 
home-field advantage in this 
year's World Series. 

"It's a big deal. I think 
home teams play better at 
home," said NL manager 


Charlie Manuel, whose 
Phillies have reached the last 
two World Series and won in 
2008. 

"It feels good, it feels real 
good. I talked to our guys be¬ 
fore the game and told them 
how important home-field ad¬ 
vantage was." 

In a season of dominant 
pitching, starters Ubaldo 
Jimenez and David Price set 
the tone pitching two score¬ 
less innings apiece. 

They were aided by the 
awkward shadows at Angel 
Stadium at the twilight start of 
the contest, which accounted 
for several awkward swings 
and misses. 

The American League 
challenged in the bottom of 
the ninth, with a leadoff sin¬ 
gle by David Ortiz. 

But NL closer Jonathan 
Broxton clinched the victory, 
with the help of a key defen¬ 
sive play by right fielder Mar¬ 
lon Byrd. 

Ortiz was on first with one 
out when John Buck hit a fly 
that Byrd scooped up after 
one bounce and and threw to 
second for to forceout the less 
than speedy Ortiz. 

Ian Kinsler then flied out 
and the NL celebrated. 

"It felt awesome for us to 
get the win and break the 
streak," Broxton said. 

Added St. Louis pitcher 
Adam Wainwright: "Enough 
was enough." 

McCann, 26, became the 
second Braves player to win 
the All-Star Most Valuable 
Player trophy, joining Fred 
McGriff, who got it in 1994. 

His bases-clearing hit 
erased a 1-0 AL lead. 

That came from Robinson 
Cano's sacrifice fly in the fifth 
inning. 

Cano and his fellow Yan¬ 
kees All-Stars wore black 
armbands to mark the death 
earlier Tuesday of iconic New 
York Yankees owner George 
Steinbrenner. 

Steinbrenner died of an ap¬ 
parent heart attack at the age 
of 80 in Tampa, Florida. 

Pictures of Steinbrenner 
were shown on two big video 
screens before a pregame mo¬ 
ment of silence, and flags 
were hung at half-mast. 

"It's a difficult time, on a 
great day for baseball, the All- 
Star game, something every¬ 
one looks to," Yankees and 
American League manager 
Joe Girardi said. "A great man 
in baseball passed. He's 
meant so much to not only 
this organization, but to the 
game of baseball, and to all of 
us personally." 

During their 14-year All- 
Star drought the NL had sev¬ 
eral close calls. They lost the 
last two editions 4-3. 


GAP (AFP) - Lance Arm¬ 
strong said Wednesday he 
was prepared to cooperate in 
a federal investigation into al¬ 
leged doping fraud by his for¬ 
mer team US Postal — as long 
as it does not become a 
"witch hunt". 

Cancer survivor and 
seven-time Tour de France 
champion Armstrong's partic¬ 
ipation on the 2010 edition 
has been hampered by a se¬ 
ries of damning doping alle¬ 
gations levelled by former 
teammate Floyd Landis. 

Landis was stripped of his 
yellow jersey in 2006 after 
testing positive for testosterone 
and spent millions of dollars, 
and four years, trying to clear 
his name before confessing to 
doping two months ago. 

Along with his confes¬ 
sions, however, were claims 
that Armstrong and several 
other riders in US Postal were 
involved in systematic doping 


practices — allegations which 
Armstrong has denied. 

On Tuesday the New York 
Times reported that US au¬ 
thorities have issued grand 
jury subpoenas to potential 
witnesses in the probe. 

According to the Times re¬ 
port, the subpoenas demon¬ 
strate how seriously 
authorities are taking allega¬ 
tions made by Landis. 

When asked to react to the 
report, Armstrong said: "Like 
I said, as long as we have a 
legitimate and credible and 
fair investigation, we'll be 
happy to cooperate, but I'm 
not going to participate in any 
kind of witch hunt. 

'Tve done too many good 
things for too many people." 

Accusations of doping 
have followed Armstrong 
throughout his career, al¬ 
though the American has 
never tested positive.
